REIZA  KHAN  MONIF 


The  present  sale  is  the  first  part  of  the  collection  of  the  late  Keiza 
Khan  Monif.  Reiza  Khan  Monif  was  well-known  by  all  who  are  inter- 
ested in  Mohammadan  art  in  Paris  and  New  York.  Being  of  an  ancient 
and  distinguished  Persian  family,  he  was  able  to  gather  beautiful  manu- 
scripts, potteries  and  other  works  of  art  of  his  homeland.  But  all 
who  came  in  contact  with  him  felt  that  he  was  more  than  a  man  who 
buys  and  sells  antiques.  There  was  an  impressive  dignity  and  gentle 
politeness  in  his  manner  which  revealed,  without  his  knowing,  that  he 
was  a  man  of  good  and  old  stock.  And  something  else  was  attractive 
in  him.  Although  he  appreciated  the  aesthetic  beauty  of  works  of  art, 
his  miniatures  and  potteries  gave  him  more  than  mere  aesthetic  pleasure. 
They  were  to  him  the  tradition  and  the  life  of  his  country.  He  was  per- 
haps the  only  man  in  New  York  who  not  merely  looked  at  the  miniatures 
of  a  Shah  Xameh,  but  who  read,  over  and  over  again,  the  stories  of  the 
"Book  of  the  Kings  of  Persia."  He  was  almost  better  acquainted  with 
the  world  of  Rustan,  Khosrau  and  Afrasiab  than  with  the  drab  world  of 
to-day,  and  he  was  always  ready,  his  eyes  alight,  to  tell  you  the  story 
of  a  miniature,  interspersed  with  sundry  comments  of  his  own  that 
were  spiced  with  the  delightful,  practical  wisdom  which  seems  to  be  the 
inalienable  treasure  of  every  Near  Easterner.
